son  on  the  day  Lin¬

lope  by  signed  by

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Did  Abraham  Lincoln  Visit  Nebraska?

On  February  1 , 

1 859  Abraham  Lin¬ 
coln,  who  was  in  the 
midst  of  campaign¬ 
ing  for  the  presiden¬ 
cy,  wrote  a  friend 
that  he  was  going  to 
visit  Council  Bluffs, 

Iowa.  The  purpose 
of  the  visit  was  per¬ 
haps  partially  to 
make  a  campaign 
stop  but  primarily  to 
look  over  the  Riddle 
Tract  to  the  west  of 
Council  Bluffs.  Lincoln's  friend  Norman  R.  Judd  of  Chicago, 
attorney  for  the  Mississippi  &  Missouri  Railroad,  and  later  the 
manager  of  the  famed  Lincoln  Vs.  Douglas  debates,  had  pur¬ 
chased  17  lots  in  the  development  in  1855  thinking  it  was  a  natu¬ 
ral  spot  for  the  terminus  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad.  Unfortu¬ 
nately  the  tract  which  he  purchased  from  Grenville  Dodge  for 
$3,500  had  plummeted  in  value  with  the  depression  and  he  was 
unable  to  sell  it  at  any  price  to  settle  the  loan  against  it.  Judd 
therefore  asked  Lincoln  for  a  personal  loan  of  $3,000,  pledging 
title  to  the  Iowa  land  as  collateral.  Lincoln,  ever  the  prudent 
businessman,  decided  to  look  at  the  property  to  determine  if  it 
was  a  reliable  basis  for  the  loan. 


In  early  August  of  1859  Lincoln  and  Illinois  Secretary  of  State  O. 
M.  Hatch  traveled  from  Kansas  to  St.  Joseph,  Missouri  where 
they  stopped  for  a  political  speech.  After  the  rally  they  consid- 
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ered  taking  a  train  back  to  Illinois  but  instead  opted  to  go  “up 
from  St.  Joseph  on  a  steamer... nearly  200  miles  to  the  old  outfit¬ 
ters’  town”  of  Council  Bluffs,  although  one  account  has  them 
traveling  by  stagecoach  and  the  Hannibal  &  St.  Joseph  Railroad 
did  connect  the  cities.  With  gold  recently  discovered  in  Califor¬ 
nia,  Omaha  was  just  beginning  to  outpace  Council  Bluffs  though 
several  hundred  steamboats  landed  on  both  sides  of  the  Missouri 
during  1859.  Passengers  disembarking  on  the  wrong  side  of  the 
river  for  their  destination  could  easily  take  a  ferry  back,  though 
Lincoln  apparently  did  land  directly  at  Council  Bluffs  about  Au¬ 
gust  12, 1859. 

Lincoln  visited  with  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Officer  and  the  W.  H. 
M.  Pusey  family  whom  he  had  known  in  Springfield,  Illinois  be¬ 
fore  they  moved  to  Council  Bluffs  in  1856.  Some  accounts  have 
Lincoln  staying  with  the  Officers  at  their  home  at  533  Willow 
Avenue  and  later  checking  into  the  Pacific  House  while  others 
say  he  stayed  the  entire  visit  at  the  hotel  on  the  north  side  of

Broadway.  The  Officer  house  lived  on  as  the  Cutler  Funeral 
Home  while  the  Pacific  House  Hotel  burned  to  the  ground  in 
1872. 


On  Satur¬ 
day,  August 
13  Lincoln 
spoke  on 
Republican 
principals  at 
a  scheduled 
rally,  the 
following 
morning 
accompa¬ 
nied  the  Of¬ 
ficers  to  ser¬ 
vices  at  First 
Presbyterian 
Church, 
then  meet¬ 
ing  in  Con- 
cert  Hall 
and  then 

General  Grenville  Dodge  was  just  returning  from  an  exploration 
trip  to  the  west  examining  the  terrain  for  potential  railroad  routes 
and  chanced  to  also  be  staying  at  the  Pacific  House.  While 
Dodge  was  seated  on  the  hotel's  well-known  double  porch  the 
afternoon  of  Friday,  August  19,  Lincoln,  whose  departure  had 
been  delayed  for  boat  repairs,  sat  down  beside  him.  For  two 
hours  Lincoln  quizzed  him  in  depth  about  potential  railroad 
routes  and  terminus  locations.  When  questioned  later  Dodge 
claimed  he  thought  little  of  the  exchange  except  that  the  might 
have  “been  giving  away  secrets  that  belonged  to  my  employers" 
who  had  paid  for  his  investigations. 

At  some  point  Lincoln  did  examine  the  Riddle  Tract  and  decided 


lunched  at  the  Officers'  home. 
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to  advance  Judd  the  money  for  the  loan.  After  Lincoln’s  assassi¬ 
nation  quit  claim  deeds  were  part  of  his  estate  with  titles  ultimate¬ 
ly  transferred  from  Mary  and  Robert  Lincoln  to  Judd  for  the  Rid¬ 
dle  Tract  property  after  he  repaid  the  $3,000  loan  plus  $2,400  in 
interest. 

On  June  16,  I860  Norman  Judd  officially  nominated  Lincoln  for 
the  presidency  and  after 
the  successful  election, 

Lincoln  appointed  Judd 
Ambassador  to  Germa¬ 
ny.  In  1863  then  President 
Lincoln  summoned  Dodge 
and  queried  him  further  on 
the  railroad  terminus  ques¬ 
tion  wherein  Dodge  cham¬ 
pioned  the  Council  Bluffs 
site.  Althouuh  Lincoln 
was  criticized  roundly  for 
choosing  a  point  where  he 
owned  property,  he  none 
the  less  made  the  Council 
Bluffs  location  official  on 
November  17,  1863. 

The  site  where  Lincoln 
stood,  viewing  the  river 
and  Nebraska  beyond,  was 

commemorated  by  the  D.  A.  R.  and  Lincoln  Memorial  Associa¬ 
tion  in  1911  with  a  stone  monument  near  Fairview  Cemetery  at 
Oakland  Avenue  and  Lafayette  Street. 

State  or  territorial  boundaries  are  often  defined  by  a  river  course 
and  in  such  instances  the  center  of  the  river  is  generally  consid¬ 
ered  the  state  line.  Since  steamboats  meandered  from  bank  to 
bank,  avoiding  snags  and  sand  bars,  it  is  thus  obvious  that  alt¬ 
hough  Abraham  Lincoln  never  stood  on  Nebraska  soil,  he  may 
easily  be  said  to  have  been  “in  Nebraska.”
